ANOTHER IN A IN ARMORY 


Holds Throng at Bay With Pis- 
tol After Sending a Bullet 
Through Comrade’s Heart. 


QUARREL STARTED BY GIRL 


Sergeant, Maddened When Ar- 
morer Ejécts Him From Dance 
Floor, Caught Fleeing in Taxi. 


> Sergeant Major Walter Vallante of the 
104th “Field: Artillery was shot to death 
in the regiment’s armory at Sixty-sev- 
enth Street and Broadway early this 
amorning. 

Sergeant Morris Sheehy of the same 
regiment, who fired the shot-in sight of 


hundreds of dancers, was caught by de-4 


tectives as he-was fleeing from the 
scene-in a taxicab. Sheeliy escaped by 
holding a crowd of soldiers who made a 
rush for him, unarmed, at bay with the 
same pistol with which he killed Val- 
lante, , 

The police held Sheehy without bail on 
a charge of homicide. They also ‘held 
as a matgrial witness Betty Glennon, 
who refused to give her address.“ Miss 
Glenhon was escorted to the dance by 
Sheehy. Sheehy, the police said, was 
too drunk to explain his action, Accord- 
ing‘to what they learned Sheehy: shot in 
resentment | because Vallante, in charge 
of the dance, had ejected him for being 
disorderly. . 

It was fist at 1 o'clock, ax the enter 
tainment was’ breaking” up that the 
crowd in the big armory was electrified 
by the roar of a shot from one of the 
big “autoriatics which are the service 
side arm of the regiment. At the same 
instant a group just leaving were horri- 
fied as Vallante’s body toppled among 
them on the armory main floor. The 
shooting had taken place on a stairway 
landing a few feet above. 

As the crowd, amazed and not quite 
sure what-had happened, ran to help 
Vallante, who was 40 years old, a young- 
@r man, his clothing dishevelled, his eyes 
wild, came springing down the. stairs, 
-pistél in hand. Some one cried ‘‘Halt 
that man! ’’ and several soldiers surged 
toward him. 

“Sheehy. raised the pestol and command- 
ed the crowd to fall back. Many of 
those in the armoty were men who had 
seén service in France or on thé Mexican 
border. Some had, distinguished rec- 
ordsbut not one was_able with no 
weapon in hand to cope with an armed 
-and desperate man. Reluctantly they 
gave way and Sheehy, unstead on his 
legs, made for the door, 

He. ran out the Sixty-seventh Street 
entrance, hurried a few yards to the 
Broaféway corner and hajled thé first 
taxicab that passed. Gun in hand he 
was just ordering the taxi driver to go 
anywhere but go quickly, when‘ Detec- 
tives Cronin and Maloney of. the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station” ran up. 
Both nfen drew their pistols as they 
leaped at Sheehy. In his condition’ he 
was no match for them, and the pistol 
dropped from. his hand before he had a 
chance to use it, 

The detective took Sheehy back to the 
armory, where, Dr. Brodsky, who had 
arrived on a Flower Hospital ambulance, 
was bending over Vallante, The sur- 
geon straightened up after one glance, 
said Vallante had been killed, and. left.

ARCHBISHOP BACKS MOVE 


Exhorts Faithful to “Lend to. the 
Lord’’—Wealth of Church Called 
Greatly Exaggerated.

MOSCOW, Feb. 11.~The Sdviet Gay- 
ernment has decided to take religious 
treasure for the benefit of the famine 
sufferers. 

The Isvestia announces today that the 
Central Executive Committee resolved at 
its session on Feb. 9 to empower the 
Ministér of Justice to seize, the wealth 
of all religious bodies and sects for 
famine relief with the briéfest possfble 
delay. 

The announcement followed an appeal 
by Archbishop Yevdikim of Novgorod to 
all true believers to ‘‘ lend to the Lord” 
their possessions to help those dying of 
starvation. ‘‘ Even church wealth should 
also be sacrificed,’’ said the Archbishop, 
“ for’in this hour of terrible need he who 
giveth to the poor lendeth to the Lord.”* 

The Archbishop quoted texts of the 
New Testament and the example of the 
Patriarchs of the Russian church in 
medieyal days, who gave their richés in 
their charge to défend. the country 
against Tartar or Polish invaders. 

Such are the bare facts of a story of 
strange interest and mysterious intrigue 
that' carries. one back-from Russfa of 
the twentieth century to Burope of the 
iMiddle ‘Ages. 

Motives Back of the Meve. 


What are the motives that impelled the 
Soviet Government to decide upon the 
seizure of the. wealth not only ofthe 
Orthodox Church but of: the “Moslem 
mosques—there are twenty or thirty 
million Mohammedans under Soviet jur- 
isdjction—and Jewish synagogues? What 
prompted Archbishop Yevdikim to advo- 
cate the sacrifice of its treasure to which 
the @hurcH clung all the more deter- 
minedly because the Soviet Government 
was its avowed and athiest foe? And 
last, but not -least, ‘what is the -real 
worth of Russian ecclesiastical .riches.to- 
day—its real worth in dollars and cents 
not in historical interest or artistic 
value? ~ 

But throughout the four year#of Bol- 
shevist rule the Church has been rela- 
tively little interfered with by the cy- 
eléne of change that smashed down the 
empire and the aristocracy snd uproot- 
ed the foundations of commerce, indus- 
try and‘finance. Perhaps the Bolsheviki 
were afraid of it: La saggy they thought 
it could pot hurt them. -Perhaps,. even, 
they hopéd it, too, would change ana 
become a strong, helpful force in the 
= Russia's regeneration. 

For whatever reason, they left it alone, 
until now it is the only organized = 
ment in Russia a 2g hostile—to So- 
viet rule.

NATIONAL DEFENSE PROBLEMS. 

In Great Britain as well as in the 
United States a proposal has been 
made: by a Government committee to 
consolidate the authority and powers 
of the: Army and Navy. Departments, 
with & view to saying money and 
increasing: efficjency. In this country 
Chairman,.WauTter F. Brown; Presi- 
dent HarprnNo’s representative upon 
the joint Congressional Committee on 
the Réorganizatipn of Government De- 
partments, has recommended that a 
Department of National Defense be 
created to place the affairs of ‘the 
army and navy and all national re- 
sources essential to the waging of war 
uhder a Secrétary, with three assis- 
tants, one-to. have charge of the land 
forces,. another of the naval forces 
and the third of industry and its man 
power., Thus, it is said, would the 
conception of a nation in arms be real- 
ized in an emergency of war. Hardly 
was Chairman Brown’s proposal made 
public when's, sistance to it was heard 
in both the mhilitary services. It was 
declared to be- not only impracticable 
but visionary. 

The British Committee on National 
Economy, of which Sir Eric. GeppEs 

is ,Chairman, recommends that the 
navy, army and air forces \‘' be 
** brought together by creation’ of the 
“co-ordinating authority of a Min- 
‘* istry of Defense, responsible for see- 
a ing that each force plays its part

BETTER FARM PRICES. 

The War Finance Corporation is so 
well informed regarding the farmers’ 
financial troubles that.there is espe- 
cial” significance and cheer in the re- 
port of its.Director, EvuGgNE Meyer Jr., 
that agricultural markets are improv- 
ing. Within four “mdnths corn has 
risen in price from 20 to 40 cents. , It 
brings 80 more when sold in. the 
form ‘of pork. Cattle are no longer 
sacrificed in a demoralized market, but 
are being fattened on cheap grains, 
Which also are in increasing demand |} 
for human. food. Cotton ‘is: moving 
more ‘freely than last year, and at 
better prices, the-planters’ co-opera- 
tive marketing ¢ombinations having 
proved a stabilizing tinfluence. “These 
are only a few of the leading signs 
that the industry which produces the 
greatést amount of new wealth each 
year, ‘but; which has_ suffered more 
than any other, and undeservedly, is 
reviving as the cotintry_itself revives. 

This is a case where all things work 
together for good. Our domestic con- 
ditions could not improve if foreign 
affairs also were not improving. Lack 
of buying power abroad has been the 
chief. cause of .the fall of our farm 
prices for goods of which we exported 
in. 1921 19,276,223 ‘tons. _That ‘was an 
increase of 30 per cent. over 1920. Evi- 
dently there was no lack. of demand 
for our products, and that makes the 
fall in prices all the more remarkable. 
The farmers have thought their griev- 
ance to be that: the bdnks- compelled 
them to liquidate. Byt if they had re- 
ceived all the banking relief they have 
asked, they would ‘still have suffered 
from ‘underselling by competitive and 
more distressed farmers, ‘While our 
wheat( was falling 19 cents in Liver- 
pool,’ Manitoba wheat fell 58 cents, 
Argentine wheat 46 cents and Austra- 
lian: 47. cents. Yet, Senator Capprzr 
says that ‘* ocean transportation is not 
* particularly close to the people of 
** the Middle West."’ 

The farmers are being carried up on 
the ascending market as they were 
carried down by the falling market. 
The improvement in their condition re- 
acts en all. other conditions. As the 
farmers pay. their debts the banks are
